A spec- 
ial plan and procedures for using the book is included in 4 Primary Teacher's Guide on 
Migrants.... Sandy is 7 and his parents follow the bean crops in New York, New Jersey, and 
south to Florida in the winter. He and his older sister work in the fields, alternating 
as one stays home to care for the baby brother. Father moans about his bad luck, and 
Mother is cranky and tries to save money from the wages. Then come the good fairies, a 
couple from the Home Missions Council (the author is with the Presbyterian Board) who help 
the family on the road to self respect and better times. The children go to Sunday School 
and the family as a whole learns more about God and the comfort of His presence. It is an 
interesting enough picture of how some American children live, but there's not a lively 
enough story to carry to the average child looking for his own book. (Publ.)

There are good touches of real life 
in the kinds of friends she makes, the happenings that can make reality more exciting than 
fiction. There's the romance by mail of her Aunt; the embarrassing incident of a gala 
college week end; the plans to make the old house pay and replenish her aunt's dwindling 
resources. But even when there's a shade too much happy coincidence and Gaby proves a bit 
too ingenious, the characterizations are good and the story as a whole is convincing - and 
well told. The illustrations by Jane Castle have caught the feel of the place. (10/20)

THUNDER AND JERRY $2.50 


* First rate horse and boy story, with plenty of other qualities to recommend it. 
For Jerry, through his devotion and concentration on Thunder, the horse he'd persuaded his 
father to buy as a workhorse, turns him into a jumper and saddle horse - with results 
Jerry had not foreseen. The training steps are an integral part of the story- as is the 
later development when Jerry helps in a riding school for small boys, and learns- with 
his young pupils- some of the things every horseman should know. There's plenty of sub- 
stance here for every enthusiast (and there can never be enough horse books for them, it 
would seem) - and there's plenty of credible adventure as well. The Harlyn Dickinson 
illustrations are oddly old fashioned, but otherwise the book has been given an attractive 
format.

EAGLE OF THE SEA : $2.50 


The author, an authority on the history of the Constitution (better known as Old 
Ironsides), has unearthed a good deal of documentary source material relating to her story, 
and has used some of this material in this his first book for boys and girls. The story is 
told through the experiences of a boy who-helped build her in the Boston shipyards, and 
later sailed on her as a recruit of the new U.S. Navy, first to prove her might against 
the Barbary pirates, later against the British in the War of 1812. The bloody pirate bat- 
tles, the rush of wind in the sails, the loud report of heavy shells, all are there to 
please any boy who revels in stories of the days of sailing ships and battles. Today's 
science-minded boys seem to have lagging interest in pirates and sea battles, but the his- 
torical and biographical background of this make it good supplementary reading, of particu- 
lar use in school libraries. Gordon Grant (no relation of the author) has done grand line 


drawings and a beautiful portrait of the ship jacket in color. (Publ.)

THE PEACEABLE KINGDOM $3.00 


A psychological novel of plural marriage in the story of Mormonism as the time 
when the United States authorities were investigating polygamy and applying violent mea- 
sures to uproot it. Linnea was a second wife, and through her emotional upheavals, the 
problems inherent in the system are vividly portrayed. Sigrid, Olaf's first wife, is seen 
only through Linnea’s eyes, her grudging recognition of the fact that Sigrid had accepted 
the situation, which she could have made unbearable,but the uncontrollable jealousy when 
she learns that Olaf has given Sigrid something she, the mother of four of his children, 
lacks. Olaf, a mild little man, tries to keep the situation under control, but his terror 
of a second jail sentence impels him to move Linnea and her children to the country. 

This part of the story - the relationship between families, many of them Mormon households, 
striving to meet the same threat - the women seeing the husbands when they dare come - the 
doubling up of the households (Linnea and her four children shared a two-room adobe with 
another woman and her two children) - the give and take, visting back and forth, generous 
@ sharing of their little, gives a warm and revealing picture of a unique way of life. There 
. were complications within complications, and the story is told through episodes, flash 
pictures, an understanding analysis of the conflicts, the contradictions, the occasional 
rejections and rebellions. Linnea escapes - into a worse situation; she accepts Olaf 
agein - and again rejects him. And at the end, with the legal status somewhat clarified, 
the reader feels that the pattern will continue to repeat itself endlessly. Linnea oemer- 
ges as a living personality; some of the other characters are shadowy; but the portrait 
of a people is rounded out with insight that, while not always sympathetic, is fair and 
challenging. An unusual story, slow getting under way, but worth reading.

A terribly difficult book to assess. Is it allegory? A dream or nightmare? A 
fantasy?...Only in the form he has chosen- 6 narrative poem interpersed with verse, os- 
tensibly from other pens - could this strange story be told in such sparse elliptical form, 
leaving so much to be filled in by the reader's imagination - or conscience.... Chester 
White, news commentator and announcer for Bentley's Beer, rebels from his job, from the 
grim outlook of the world he views, from the slavery of man to the machine. He runs out 
on the job - shortly finds himself with his sponsor's wife, on a park bench, there viewing 
the drabness of the passersby. Then comes an old man, calling himself Uncle Sos, a trifle 
cracked and saving buttons to save the world. And shortly thereafter, Helen, Chet's 
fiancee, with news that a small part of the bricks promised for their house’ have come. 
The four walk over to the real estate quagmire where they are to build, then on to Uncle 
Sos' shack near the city dump.

Adele, the Senator's daughter, whose youth attracts Paul, and who disrupts the relation- 
ship between Norma and Paul. When the Senator sees the breakup of the affair from which 
he derived an aesthetic satisfaction, he takes his revenge on Paul, ruins him financially, 
and the menage disintegrates in death and separation...

SPECIAL FRIENDSHIPS $3.50 


There may be some attempt to view this dispassionately as a sensitive novel of 
childhood, but - unfortunately- the morbid concentration on every shadow of awakening 
hero worship, bordering on perversion, thrusts the reader (as well as the young hero and 
the subjects of his adulation) over the line. The setting is a French Catholic boarding 
school, and George de Sarre, a new scholar at 14, early learns that his family’s prestige 
entitles him to special consideration, while his innate abilities ensure his achieving 
scholastic honors. But George is an insufferable egotist; he brooks no interference when 
his goal is in sight. His first attraction to his dormitory neighbor, Lucien, is stimu- 
lated by the seed planted in the peroration of one of the good fathers- the warning 
against “special friendships”. The forbidden aspects - plus curiosity heightened by his 
knowledge that Lucien is already involved with Andre, an older boy - carries him far, and 
when chance puts & weapon against Andre in his hand he uses it with devastating results. 
No sooner is Lucien accessible than Georges attention wanders. This time it is a child, 
Alexander, beautiful five years his junior, an untouchable. When finally they meet- the 
very difficulties in the way intrigue George, and the tortuous workings of his mind, 
spurred by Lucien as confidante, eventually bring things to the point of discovery- and, 
for Alexander who is not sacrosanct, expulsion. The Rector, Father Lauzon, the dis- 
graced Father de Trenne (another of George's betrayals)- all have their share in building 
& wall of morbid obsession with the thought of perversion around boys at an age when the 
line of demarcation is a tenuous one. The story ends with Alexander’s suicide - with 
George, rationalizing himself out of a position of repentance, facing a future in which 
his shallow adolescent posturing, his unbalance, will again be accepted as superiority. 
An unpleasant book which offers nothing to recommend it to the normal American reader, 
despite its sale of over 100,000 in France. No Well of Loneliness- this. (10/20)

WORLD'S GREATEST CHRISTMAS STORIES $3.50 


A fresh approach to a field that one would have thought had been completely ex- 
plored=- the literature on Christmas. But careful consideration of the inclusions bears 
out the editor's claim- that here is a cross section of stories from world literature, 
not just literature of the English speaking world-with a few notable exceptions. While 
the United States still contributes the largest number, the stories have been selected 
from the literature of Austria, Belgium, Bulgaria, Canada, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Eng- 
land, Finland, France, Germany, Holland, Hungary, Ireland, Italy, Poland, Portugal, 
Russia, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Yugoslavia. There are stories in religious vein, 
stories with a mystical quality, stories with folk flavor, stories of regional value;

Carey MoWilliams, whose studies of racism, of industrial and labor problems, have 
earned him the reputation of a fighting advocate for a fair deal, here applies his talents 
to a study of the dynamics of his own state, California, a sort of defense of those Chambers 
of Commerce who claim that “California is different”. California, says MoWilliams, is going 
through a revolution within the states. A 45% population inorease during and following 
the war has precipitated problems that existed during the gold rush days a hundred years ago. 
The crisis of growing pains is again afflicting this extraordinary state. He explores the 
factors evident in its hundred year state history, the differences in seotional prejudices, 
in industriel problems, in the high level of urbanization despite the scope of its agri- 
culture, its land speculation as opposed to the frontier conditions of other areas. In 
California's agriculture there are paradoxes on every side,- in its diversity, its versatil- 
ity, in its specialization, its degree of organization, and- perhaps most important of all, 
statewide, its mobile labor setup. Industry and agriculture are one instead of two factors 
in the labor problem, in the politicos of the state. Another factor of differences lies in 
the successive movements of social protest,- Kearneyism, Johnsonism, agitation against 
Orientals, the Henry George movement, new forms and new types of lobbying, the absence of 
party discipline. The growth of industry- a war-time phenomena- has not kept abreast of 
the growth of population. The scientific eminence in the fields of research is another 
vital factor. The final chapters deal with the problems, the disadvantages of California's 
"exceptionalism" ,- the water problem, the "climate without weather”, the fire hazards, the 
challenge to private ownership of utilities of State vs Federal controls.... One of the 
most interesting of state studies.

These new verses have 
something of the quality of Emily Dickinson, though they are both less exaited and less 
obscure in mood, with a slight feel of the Oriental poets. At their best they have a salty 
wit and observation; at their worst they are trite and dull. Technically, the sense of 
words and short-lined rhythms is excellent. The chief fault is that there is too little 
discrimination in selection. An admiring preface by Hugh R. Walpole of the University of 
Chicago presents her as "a great poet”.

Barca, Arturo Harcourt, Brace 
LORCA: The Poet and His People $3.00 


A splendid book of interpretation of ‘the podtyy and ‘drama df! the fpanish post, 
Federico Garcia Lorca, beloved poet murdered by presumably the Falangists in the early days 
of the revolution. While intellectuals have praised, the average reader of poetry has 
found him obscure. This obscurity Barca, a contemporary, succeeds in dispelling by a deep 
understanding of the poet's nature and the exclusively Spanish traditions in which he was 
rooted,- Spanish landscape, Spanish mores about women, their attitudes toward love and 
honor, their preoccupation with death. Add to these gypsy traditions and a language of 
spontaneous imagery, and you have the ingredients of pure poetry. Barca does his best to 
clarify these roots of Lorca's culture, to explain what this super-sensitive youth was 
expressing about his country- for his countrymen. On the whole, despite a clumsy use of 
English and awkward style, Barca succeeds. Recommended to poets, poetry lovers, students 
of Spanish and of contemporary history, for he makes it apparent that Spain was the very 
archetype and microcosm for the continwing revolution of our day. (Publ.)

* It is hard to say which of the three parts of this provocative and brilliant book 
is the most stimulating reading. Part I is a philosophical and psychological history of 
the years between the Balfour Declaration with its promise that could not be fulfilled- and 
the sorry end of the British mandate; Part II is firsthand record of events in the author's 
own closeup view of the first eight months of the State of Israel; Part III is general ob- 
servation on many facets of language, religion, politics, culture and the contradictions 
in the development of the new nation. This is no easy road to kmowing all about that dif- 
ficult small country and its people. The text demands full participation on the part of 
the reader, and presumes at least a basic understanding of the troubled history. While 
fully sympathizing with the goals of Zionism, Koestler is objectively critical of the 
leadership, the controls, the grim determination to hold the inflexible line of tradition. 
He may even be accused by Zionists of presenting now the British, now the Arab side of the 
controversy. Actually, while he does not condone, he does understand. For this reason, 
his book makes a valid contribution both to history that is past- and to the modern scene. 
A great many people will resent the book; it will arouse controversy. But it should be

He tells how he created C.I.0. in pro- 
test over the limitations of A.F. of L.3; of how he secured his own U.M.W. even at the cost 
of dictatorship. He goes behind the scenes for his breaks with Green, with Murray, with 
Roosevelt. But the end all are the gains for his miners - in pay, in safety, in security. 
Brilliant analysis, an unflaggingly interesting chapter in American labor. (10/28) 





Gordon, Rabbi Albert I. Univ. of Minnesota Press 
JEWS IN TRANSITION $4.00 


An analysis of the "changes that have ocourred in the beliefs, practices and in- 
stitutions of the European Jews who took up residence in Minneapolis", this- if restricted 
in its documentation to this particular city holds a general significance for the Jews in 
America. This traces the origin and history of the Jewish community, the gradual process 
of acculturation which has taken place through the years, the adaptations in religious 
observances, ceremonies, traditions, the changing synagogue, and factors such as schooling, 
family life, intermarriage. And the conclusion drawn is that though there is a lessening 
of the ties of formal religion, a greater solidarity among the Jews- as a people- prevails 
today than formerly. For those concerned with the problem of race relations, this makes 
a definite contribution.

Subtitled “The Bandits, Stage Robbers, Outlaws and Stickup Men of California's 
Famous Gold Rush Days” - this is another facet of the California of a century ago and less, 
and an expansion of his vook, Tintypes in Gold, published in 1939 by Macmillan. Extensive 
research projects by the scholarly book editor of the San Francisco Chronicle has unearthed 
many new sources of material on the bandits who ranged the routes leading from the gold 
fields, and made the passage of stage coaches a perilous one. Black Bart, Tom Bell, Rattle- 
snake Dick, Dick Fellows appeared in the earlier book, while the data on Murietta is almost 
wholly new. Many lesser desperadoes are here explored, and fact sifted from fiction for 
what is almost surely a definitive study. Somehow- perhaps due to the very meticulousness 
of the procedure- this approach makes for less dramatic reading than one expects from the 
title. Some small part of the material will serve to expand and clarify the data in Hunger- 
ford's Wells Fargo (see report P. 315), though Mr. Jackson's book gives a more sober and 
less florid account of the activities of these men he calls "bad company”. He carries his 
story through to the last of the Mexioan bandits, Tiburcio Vasquez and the 70's and 80's 
which saw the end of organized stage robberies. Illustrated with photographs, prints, etc.
